Crowd of Horrified Spectators of the 
Ascension Witnesses the Tragedy— 
life-Savers and Crew of Tug Me- 
Carty Make Vain Efforts to Rescue 
the Unfortunate Man—He ‘Fails to 
Use His Parachute—How the Acci- 
dent Seemed to Happen. 


Stuart Young, the Dauntless King of the 
Air,“ sat helpless on the trapeze of his bal- 
loon while it swooped down like a great bird 
of ill omen into Lake Michigan, where the 
aeronaut was drowned. The balloon struck 
the water with a splash and when it rose 
into the air again the breathless crowds on 
the Randolph street #iaduct and along the 
Lake Front Park saw that the figure in 
pink tights, which had crouched On the bar 
of the trapeze a moment before, was gone. 

The man on the lookout at the Life Sav- 
ing Station at the mouth ox the river gave 
the alarm and the crew, springing into their 
boat, started to the rescue. The crew of the 
tug W. J. McCarty, towing scows, heard 
a cry for help overhead and looking up saw 
the balloon dropping into the lake with a 
man swinging beneath. Nimble hands 
caught up axes and in a second the tow- 
lines were cut, but as the tug came about 
to the rescue the balloon was already bob- 
bing along the crest of the waves and the 
trapeze was empty. 


Vain Efforts at Rescue. 

The tug and the life-savers hunted for the 
body of the man, but it could not be found, 
and finally the life crew picked up the bal- 
loon and returned to land, leaving the 
King of the Air’ deep under the waves 
of Lake Michigan. 

Young made his last ascent from Hubbard 
court and Wabash avenue. A big crowd 
waited about the balloon as it tugged at its 
moorings, as though anxious to escape. At 
2:05 p. m. Young, in a suit of pink tights, 
gave the order to cut loose, 

As thé balloon shot upwards he swung 
himself upon the bar of the trapeze and 
waved his hand to the crowd. The spec- 
tators cheered him, and then several hun- 
dred of them ran to the lake front, watch- 
ing to see the aeronaut drop with his para- 
chute. But the balloon drifted on cut over 
the lake, and Young made no visible move 
‘to use the parachute. 


Falls Into the Harbor. 

When the lookout at the life-saving sta- 
tion first saw it the great bag was only 
about 600 feet above the water. A few sec- 
ame later the feet of the man on the 
) trapeze had struck the water at à point off 


‘Randolph street, about half way between 


‘the shore and the outer breakwater. 

The crowd in the park and on the viaduct 
shouted with horror as they saw the balloon 
‘swoop down into the lake and the figure in 
pink tights dragging through the waves. 
Suddenly the figure disappeared beneath the 
water. Then the balloon sprang up a few 
feet into the air as though lightened of its 
load. The empty trapeze rose clear of the 
waves, the water dripping from the bar and 
the gay ribbons fastened at its ends.

STICK FOR INDEPENDENCE.

Havana, Nov. 3.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—While the American and Eu- 
ropean papers are gravely discussing the 
probable peaceful issue of General Blanco's 
advent in Cuba, and prominent statesmen 
look upon the new régime approvingly, 
they, like the Spaniards,. give little consid- 
eration to the insurgents in the field. Yet 
General Gomez and his officers alone hold 
the key of the situation. 

Gomez, under his full signature, has given 
me a short but decisive rejection of all com- 
promises offered by Spain. He will accept 
nothing but absolute independence, From 
every leader in the field signed statements 
have been procured. They unanimously re- 
ject autonomy, and emphatically state they 
are determined to keep to their motto—in- 
dependencea muerte—independence or death. 

General Blanco and his professedly mer- 
ciful policy have been heralded by a flourish 
of trumpets. The Diario la Marina, in an 
unprecedented editorial, asks Blanco if he 
really thinks it possible the Cubans can 
forgive and forget the brutal outrages of 
Weyler, and urges him to first try and re- 
gain the confidence of the innocent people 
starved into enmity against Spain by the 
late Captain General. 


Aims to Conciliate America. 

Blanco’s Cuban policy has one end in view— 
to concililate the people ot the United States. 
Professedly he will institute a liberal au- 
tonomy with the hope of destroying Cuban 
sympathy in America, and ending filibuster- 
ing and subscriptions to the cause. Then he 
will commence an active campaign against 
the insurgents, and crush them out. 

This officer is by no means a fighter, and 
comes to Cuba rather to institute political 
reform, leaving active operations to General 
Pando. During the Guerra Chiquita, the 
short war following the violation of the 


Zanyon treaty, he induced the Cubans to 


lay down their arms by sending autonomist 
commissioners to the insurgents with 
promises never fulfilled. Thus, at this 
jucture, like General Campos, he is not the 
man to inspire confidence in Spain. General 
Pando, however, has a Weyler's reputation. 
When he was Governor of Santiago Province 
he instituted a reign of terror there. His 
present plan of campaign includes the forma- 
tion of an enlarged guerrilla organization,

British Flagship Imperieuse Returns 


Josept is 


FABULOUS WEALTH FOUND ON BAR-

Who Told the Wonderful Story—Re- 
port That $15,000,000 Was Brought 
Along and That Another Vessel

Amount Remaining. . 


Victoria, B. C., Nov. $.--[Special]~The 


British flagship Imperie returned today 
from Cocos Island, in e Pacific Ocean, 
500 miles west of Panama. It went to that 
island for the purpose of searching for the 
treasure, supposed to be worth $30,000,000, 
which has long been reported to have been 
buried there in the early part of this century, 
and the hiding place of which a man named 
Harford declares he discovered two years 
ago. 

The officers of the flagship say that Har- 
ford’s stories are no dream, and that the 
treasure actually exists. Their beliéf in the 
story is shawn by the fact that they have 
left a guard of marines on the island under 
the command of a Lieutenant, and one of 
the smaller vessels of the squadron will re- 
turn immediately to the island. 

One story afloat here tonight is that the 
Imperieuse has on board $15,000,000 in gold 
and jewelry, and that the vessel which is 
about to start for Cocos Island will bring 
back the balance of the treasure, | which 
consists of silver. 

Harris and Harford returned to this port 
on the Imperieuse. Harford is the man said 
to be originally from Rockford, II, who 
says he knows where the treasure is buried. 
He declares he was left on the island by 
Central American parties to guard it. They 
did not return. 

A party from Maine landed on the island’ 
in search of the treasure and found Harford 
had become almost a wild man. They tried 
to extort his secret from him but failed, 
because they wanted too much ofit. They 
brought him to the United States. Harford 
went back on the Imperieuse. Harris went 
also as the representative of the Maine 
party. 

This treasure was taken 10 Cocos Island 
from the Pacific coast of South America 
during the troublous days of the revolu- 
tionary wars in the second decade of this 
century, when the Spanish colonies won their 
independence from the mother country. 
Many of the wealthy persons in the towns, 
knowing that they would be stripped of all 
their possessions if the Spanish soldiers came 
among them, placed most of their gold, u- 
ver, and jewelry in the hands of agents who 
transported the entire property to the unin- 
habited Cocos Island, where it was buried.

Silver Republicans Return to 
Sound Money Party. 


POPULISTS CANNOT EXPLAIN 


Topeka, Kas., Nov. 3.—[Special.]—The Re- 
publicans won a victory in Kansas yester- 
day. 

In 1896 Bryan carried the State by 10,000 

under a fusion arrangement between Demo- 
crats, Populists, and silver Republicans. 
The fusion State ticket also wis elected in 
1896 by 2,000 majority. The fusion admin- 
istration obtained possession of the machin- 
ery in most of the counties and in the large 
cities, 
The fusion leaders made a strong campaign 
this fall, and were confident of maintaining 
their hold. Notwithstanding this opposition 
the Republicans made heavy gains in nearly 
every section of the State. 

There were thirteen districts Judges to 
elect. The Republicans elected nine, possi- 
bly ten. They elected three of four Repre- 
sentatives and one of two Senators to fill 
vacancies. The other contests were ower 
county offices, and it is estimated that the 
Republicans captured two-thirds of them. 

The return of good times and the immense 
crops in Kansas this year probably are the 
causes of the change in political sentiment. 
The silver Republicans returned to the old 
party in large numbers, and Democrats did 
not take much interest in the campaign. 
Many staid away from the polls. 

National Committeeman Cyrus Leland to- 
day made a statement that the result yes- 
terday insured Kansas for the Republicans 
at the State election in 1898. The fusion 
leaders admit that their inability to explain 
the rise in the price of wheat and the fall 
in the price of silver cost them thousands 
of votes.

Topeka, Kas., Nov. o.—Incomplete and un- 
official returns from 90 of the 105 counties 
of the State would indicate Republican vic- 
tories in almost half of the county elections. 
The returns show that in forty-nine ¢oun- 
ties the Republicans have elected all or 
nearly all of their candidates for county 
offices. In fourteen counties the fustonists 
have elected all or nearly all of their candi- 
dates. In twenty-six counties the offices 
are about evenly divided between the fu- 
sionists and the Republicans. In one county 
a straight Democratic ticket was elected. 

In Barber County, the home of Jerry Simp- 
son, the Republicans scored a clean sweep. 


TELLER’S TICKET IN THE LEAD. 


Result in Doubt with the Republican— 
Silver Republican Fusion Can- 
didate Ahead. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 3.—The result of yes- 
terday’s eléction in this State is still in 
doubt so far as Justice of the Supreme Court 
is concerned, and it will take the official can- 
vass to decide who has won. The Times, 
which supported Hayt, candidate of the Re- 
publicans and silver Republicans, claims 
his election by less than 1,000. Returns and 
estimates so far received show Hayt votes 
in the lead. Counties yet to be heard from 
are divided, and some doubtful. The chair- 
men of the Populist and Democratic parties 
claim that full returns will give their candi- 
date, Gabbart, from 1,000 to 1,500 majority. 

In this (Arapahoe) county the entire silver 
Republican ticket was successful, except 
Borstadt for Sheriff. The Republicans claim 
his election, but the vote between him and 
Webb, Civic federation candidate, is so 
close that the official figures will be neces- 
sary to decide it. The county gave Hayt for 
Supreme Judge a majority of about 6,000. 
This is a little more than was received by 
any of the candidates for county offices. 

In all the most populous counties the silver 
Republicans claim victory. In Pueblo 
County their majorities range from 300 to 
1.300. In El Paso County the majority 18 
about the same. From returns now in it 
appears that Hayt and Gabbert each car- 
ried the same number of counties. 

The vote of the Republican (administra- 
tion) party in this county was quite a sur- 
prise to many, reaching nearly 5,000 tn a 
total of 25.000. The leaders of the party 
claim that the vote for Hayt was far in ex- 
cess of that for their county ticket, the vot- 
ers realizing the impossibility of electing the 


latter. 


POPULISTS LOSING GROUND. 


South Dakota Returns Show Great 
Gains Everywhere for the Re- 
publicans. 


Pierre, S. D., Nov. 3.—[Special.J]—It is 
impossible to yet give the complete vote of 
the State, as there are many counties which 
have yet only furnished an approximate 
vote, but out of the 81,000 votes cast last 
year there will not be over 65,000 or 70,000. 
The Republicans carried five out of the eight 
judicial circuits, the Populists two, and 
Democratic fusionists one. The Democratic 
vote, from all indications, went to the Re- 
publicans except in the circuit where the 
Populists fused on the Democratic nominee. 
This was caused by dissatisfaction on the 
part of the Democrats with former fusion 
schemes, which were all on the Populirts, 
who were using the Democrats every eiec- 
tion to pull out the chestnuts for themselves 
and giving nothing in return. This year the 
Democrats demanded that the fusion should 
be the other way, and, being met with a 
refusal, either voted with the Republicans 
or, as in one district, put up a candidate of 
their own. 

This is generally supposed to mean the 
end of fusion in this State and that the Dem- 7 
ocrats will go it alone from this time on. 
The Republican gain was a heavy one all 
over the State. In the two circuits west 
of the river the Populist majority was cut 
from 1,300 to 400, and in the Second Circuit 
the change was from 1,100 Populist majority 
a year ago to 400 Republican this year.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 3.—[{Special.]}—The 
Rev. Silas C. Swallow, late candidate for 
State Treasurer on the Prohibition ticket, 
who surprised all the machine politicians 
by drawing such a large vote from the older 
parties on Tuesday, is a resident of Har- 
risburg, where he is the manager of the 
Methodist Book Concern. 

Dr. Swallow came into prominence and 
gained his notoriety and no doubt the greater 
part of his popularity by his attempt to prove 
misuse of public moneys at Harrisburg a few 
months ago. He was called upon to appear 
before the legislative committee and sub- 
stantiate his charges. Failing in this he was 
arrested, tried, and found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $2,000. After the 
trial public opinion apparently sided with 
the doctor. 

The Prohibitionists made every effort to in- 
duce him to accept the nomination for State 
Treasurer, and Dr. Swallow stoutly refused 
to accept for sometime. Finally great pres- 
sure was brought to bear, and he accepted 
the nomination. He at once started out to 
make a vigorous campaign, and as he is a 
vigorous fighter, he did not mince things. 
Dr. Swallow made 227 speeches in the cam- 
paign, and was in sixty-three of the sixty- 
seven counties of Pennsylvania. 

He drew very largely from the granger 
vote and carried Dauphin County, which 
includes Harrisburg, the State capital, 
where he claims he has been persecuted in 
the past. It now appears that Dr. Swallow 
ran over 80,000 votes ahead of his ticket. 

The general belief is that Tuesday's elec- 
tion is rather against Senator Quay, but 
nothing has come to the surface that would 
indicate any new feature in the trouble be- 
tween the bosses.

SHOT DEAD AT HIS OWN DOOR. 


James Halligan Is Killed by Thomas 
Ryan—Altercation Begins 
in a Saloon. 


James Halligan, a butcher at the Stock- 
Yards, was shot and instantly killed by 
Thomas Ryan yesterday afternoon, outside 
of McMahon's saloon at 3829 Laurel street, 
next door to his home. The shooting took 
place at 5 o’clock and was the result of an 
altercation which began in the saloon. 

Halligan and Ryan were drinking in the 
saloon and a dispute arose which led to a 
fight between the two. Leaving the saioon 
Ryan produced a revolver and shot Halli- 
gan through the left breast, killing him in- 
stantly. 

Ryan then ran into an alley, but was 
captured by Policeman Moronde, who had 
been attracted to the place by the sound of 
the shot. A crowd quickly gathered and 
called to the officer to give up his prisoner, 
but Moronde kept them off until the arrival 
of the patrol wagon from the Thirty-first 


Street Police Station, where Ryan was taken. 


Halilgan was about 37 years old and 
left a widow and two young. children. 
Ryan is 19 years old and is employed by the 
Continentat Packing company in the Stock- 
Yards. He lives with his parents at 3812 
Lowe avenue. Halligan was known as a 
quiet man, and his name never has appeared 
on the police books. 

The saloon in front of which the shooting 
took place is owned by a nephew of Hall 
gan, John McMahon, whose father was 
killed by burglars several years ago in.the 
Same place. Halligan had entered the saloon 
earlier in the afternoon and was sitting near 
the bar when Ryan entered. The men drank 
together and were very friendly. But the 
dispute arose over some trivial question, 
and as the men became more excited they 
walked out of the door. 

The bartender says that he thought noth- 
ing of the quarrel until he was startled oy 
the shot and the cry of the murdered man. 
He rushed out to find Halligan lying on the 
pavement and Ryan with the pistol still 
in his hand running into the alley. 

Policeman Moronde had been standing at 
the corner of Thirty-eighth and Laurel 
streets, and he ran after Ryan and stopped 
him. The man gave up his weapon to the 
policeman and the two made their way back 
to Laurel street. 

When they reached the street a crowd had 
gathered, and at sight of Ryan they pushed 
forward, demanding the prisoner. Moronde 
realized his perilous situation. He was 
alone with Ryan, with a crowd of angry men 
seeking the®risoner’s life. 

The policemen faced the crowd, revolver in- 
hand, and ordered them back. He slowly 
backed down Thirty-eighth street toward 
Halsted, with the mob following him and 
threatening his prisoner. : 

The patrol wagon with two more police- 
men arrived just in time.

EX-SENATOR DIES A PAUPER. 


General Thomas Clingman of North 
Carolina Passes Away in an 
1 Asylum. 


Raleigh, N. C., Nov. g. — General Thomas 
L. Clingman, former United States Senator, 
died in the Morganton insane asylum today. 
Aged, poor, and infirm, the State gave him a 
home there. 

General Clingman was born in Yadkin 
County in 1816, elected a Whig member of 
the Legislature in 1835 from Surrey and a 
State Senator in 1836 from Asheville, and 
became a leader of the Whig party and was 
a member of Congress from 1843 to 1858, 
excepting the Twenty-ninth Congress. In 
1258 he was appointed to the United States 
Senate to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Asa Biggs and was reélected. 
His speech on Clay's defeat led to a duel 
with William Yancy of Alabama. 

At the outbreak of the civil war he en- 
tered the confederate army as Colonel of 
the Twenty-fifth North Carolina Regiment 
and soon became Brigadier General, and 
was wounded at Cold Harbor and Pet ers- 
burg. He served as a delegate to the Na- 
tional Democratic convention in 1865, but

SPAIN SHOWS LENIENCY. 


TRIAL OF COMPETITOR PRISONERS 
TO BE MERELY FORMAL, 


After the Finding of a Verdict by the 
Havana Court the Madrid Govern- 
ment Will Intervene and Exercise 
Clemeney for the Effect It Will 
Have Upon the Administration at 
Washington—General Weyler to Be 
Questioned and Perhaps Arrested. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANK M. WHITE.) 

Madrid, Nov. 3.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The Cabinet council tonight 
dealt with the Competitor affair. The Min- 
isters of Navy, State, and Colonies read 
their reports, and after hearing them the 
Cabinet council resolved to have the pris- 
oners tried by the ordinary military courts 
of. Havana. The sentence of the tribunal 
will be cabled to the government, who will 
consider it before final judgment is given. 


Orders will be telegraphed to Havana to 


have the court give sentence with perfect 
impartiality in order that should the gov- 
ernment show mercy, as will ajmost cer- 
tainly be the case, credit may be given in 
proper quarters. It is stated with authority 
that the government will find means for 
conveying to the American government the 
following conclusions: 


Claims to Be Right. 
„ First—That the Spanish warship acted 
within its rights in seizing the Competitor. 
“ Second—That if the supreme military 
court had resolved immediately in the case 
of the Competitor prisoners an example 
very convenient to Spanish interests would 
have been given. 
** Third—That the protocol of 18T7 only ap- 
plies to American subjects residing in Cuba.“ 
Although the official note says the Cabi- 
net council did not deal with the new diplo- 
matic appointments, this is not true. Ap- 
pointments were decided upon, but will not 
be made public until the exequatur is oh- 
tained from the respective governments.

Weyler May Be Arrested. 

I learn from the highest and most reliable 
sources that the Commander-in-chief of the 
Santander military district will be ordered 
to board the steamer Montzerrat immediate- 
ly on her arrival at Santander, and before 
Weyler has an opportunity to communicate 
with any one else in Spain, and to.demand 
from him an explanation of his conduct on 
leaving Havana, which is to be at once tele- 
graphed to Madrid. Should Weyler refuse 
an explanation the Commander-in-chief has 

“power to place him under arrest. Weyler's 
friends in Santander having asked permis- 
sion to demonstrate in his honor, the gov- 
ernment has resolved to instruct the Gov- 
ernor to allow such demonatrations for the 
holding of which official authorization may 
be asked, the Cabinet not having a desire 
‘to curtail public liberties.

British Guiana’s Sugar Indus- 
tries Are Languishing. 


RECIPROCITY IS URGED.

IMPORTANCE OF THE TRADE

London, Nov. 3.—The British Ambassador 
to the United States, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
has been instructed to ascertain the views 
of the government of the United States in 
regard to a reciprocity treaty with the West 
Indies. | 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—It has been 
known here for some time that the West 
Indian possessions of Great Britain were 
urging the home government to secure 
them ali the reciprocity advantages possible 
under the Dingley act. ‘The initiative was 
taken by British Guiana, where the High 
Court, or Colonial Legislature, unanimously 
adopted a resolution requesting the authori- 
ties at London to instruct the British Am- 
bassador at Washington teeecure all the ad- 


of reciprocity. 


‘Depends on the United States. 


The debate in the High Court brought out 
the statement that the sugar industry of the 
colony, which is the chief one, was dependent 
to a large extent on the American market, 
the shipments to the United tates exceeding 
those to all other countries combined. It 
was also stated during the debate that the 
Dingley act would permit a reciprocity ar- 
rangement under which British’ Guiana 
could continue her shipments of sugar to this 
country. Without the reciprocity arrange- 
ment, it was stated in the debate, South 
American sugar producing countries would 
secure control of the American market and 
the industry of British Guiana would be 
crippled, if not destroyed. Before the debate 
closed the government secretary announced 
that Sir Augustus Hemming, the Governor 
General of the colony, had already called 
the attention of the London authorities to 
the subject. In view of the resolution, how- 
ever, the Governor General supplemented 
his previous action by notifying the Foreign 
Office of the action of the Colonial Legis- 
lature. It was understood that the other 
British-American colonies would take simi- 
lar action. 


Many Colonies Are Favored. | 

The British colonies which secured rec- 
iprocity treaties under the McKinley law 
were: Barbadoes, Guiana, Jamaica, Lee- 
ward Islands, Trinidad, and Windward Is- 
lands. The treaties were negotiated be- 
tween Sir Julian Pauncefote and Mr. Blaine 
on Feb. 1, 1802, and President Harrison put 
them into effect the same day by proclama- 
tion. In that case the British government 
acted for the colonies, but subsequently each 

lony passed a law carrying the reciprocity 
arrangement into effect. The same pro- 
cedure would be observed in the present 
case. No reciprocity treaties were made 
for the British possessions of the Bahamas, 
Bermuda, or British Honduras, as it was 
found that there were no articles on which 
‘ reciprocal exchanges could be made. 

The aggregate trade of these British 
colonies is very great, exceeding that of 
some of the first-class nations. When the 
last treaties were made the exports of the 
colonies were $33,000,000 annually and the. 
imports about the same. The main ship- 
ments to the United tates were: Sugar, 
$8,730,000; fruits, $8,100,000; coffee, $817,000: 
cocoa, $800,000; drugs and chemicals, 6888. 
000. The shipments from the United States 
to the colonies were mainly breadstuffs, 
provisions, and manufactures of iron, steel, 
and wood, and cotton.

BRAHMIN MURDERER ON TRIAL. 


Chapekar Adheres to His Confession 
Regarding the Killing of Rand 
and Tarring a Statue. 


Poonah, Bombay Presidency, Nov. 3.—The 
trial of Damodar Chapekar, the Brahmin 
lawyer who was arrested on Oct. 4 charged 
with being connected with the murder of 
Lieutenant Ayerst and Commissioner Rand 
on June 22 last by shooting them from am- 
bush as they were leaving the reception 
given by the Governor at Ganeshkuid in 
honor of Queen Victoria's jubilee, and who 
on the day of his argest confessed having 
murdered Commissioner Rand with the aid 
of an accomplice,.and also admitted being 
the author of the tarring of the Queen's 
statue at Bombay, was commenced in the 
court-house here today. The building was 
strongly guarded in order to prevent any 
demonstration upon the part of the prison- 
er's friends. 

Chapekar adhered to his confession, but 
refused to make any further statement. A 
number of incriminating articles, including 
antiquated swords, pistols, arrows, slings, 
and false beards, were placed on a table 
besidé the presiding magistrate. The latter, 
after the usual formal proceedings, ad- 
journed the trial until tomorrow. 


Chapekar’s Strange Career. 

Damodar Chapekar, the Brahmin and ad- 
vocate of India, who has confessed to the 
murder of Health Commissioner Rand in 
June last, and who is accused of being con- 
cerned in the murder of Lieutenant Ayerst, 
is no ordinary criminal, as the following par- 
— regarding his crime and career will 
show: 

The prisoner is about 28 years of age, and 
is well educated. About two years ago he 
‘established a club or reading room at Poo- 
nah, and after a while he proposed that the 
members should, so far as possible, collect 
all the arms they could. When a certain 
quantity of arms had been collected Cha- 
pekar began teaching the members to fence. 
When questioned as to his motive in collect- 
ing the arms Chapekar said they would 
prove useful in the event of further disturb- 
ances with the Mohammedans or against 
the Mienchas. But, being twitted about his 
valor, Chapekar grew angry, and in the dis- 
pute which followed the club was broken up 
and all the arms collected were taken to his 
house while he was absent at Bombay. On 
his return Chapekar buried the arms, and 
shortly afterwards applied to the British 
military authorities at Simla to be enlisted 
as a soldier: But the reply he received was 
that his application could not be granted, as 
it was impossible to enlist a man of his par- 
ticular caste, the companies being all of one 
caste. Then Chapekar offered to raise a 
whole company of Deccali Brahmins, pro- 
vided he was given some rank in the com- 
pany. This offer was also declined, and 
from these facts seem to have arisen Cha- 
pekar’s hatred of the British and of the In- 
dian government, which first led him to 
cover with tar the statue of Queen Victoria 
at Bombay, which he followed up by going 
to Poonah and committing several assaults 
on people belonging to the reformed party 
whe were opposed to the Arthod party. 


Plots the Death of Rand. 


Later, Chapekar returned to Bombay, and 
there failed to pass an examination which he 
had entered. Then he went back to 
Poonah again, at which place the plague 
operations had begun. In the midst of the

Board of Education Decides 
for Student Teachers. 


‘TO HELP HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Showing of the Emergency De- 
feats the Opposition. 


EARLY COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


Dr. Harper scored a victory last night at 
the Board of Education meeting for his 
student teachers. The trustees decided to 
use them to relieve the congested condition 
of the high schools. Mr. Keating made a 
vigorous fight against the employment of 
the teachers offered by Dr. Harper and the 
Committee on High Schools. The fact of 
the emergency, however, was presented in 
too strong a light, and the board decided ex- 
aminations be held immediately. 

Several weeks ago Assistant Superintend- 
eat Niikhtingaie called the attention of the 
board to the overcrowded condition of the 
high schools, and pointed out that many of 
the classes were composed of sixty to eighty 
pupils. The average of failures in examina- 
tions had grown alarmingly, as a teacher 
could not intelligently handle such large 
classes. At the same time it was stated 
the high school fund was low, and there 
wag not money enough to employ teachers at 
the regular salary. 


Dr. Harper’s Plan. 


Dr. Harper then proposed student 
teachers be employed temporarily, it being 
necessary that these temporary teachers 
should come from the ranks of those who 
had made up their minds to adopt teaching 
as a life work, and come recommended from 
some profcssor of pedagogy. 

Mr. Keating and Mr. Gallagher insisted 
the adoption of the resolution would mean 
the shutting out of many worthy candidates 
for teaching who had not been able to se- 
cure the advantages of a college education. 
The resolution was referred, and the matter 
then came up in the shape of a report of the 
Committee on High Schools, of which Dr. 
Harper is a member. 

The report. was that in the examination of 
student candidates the regular examination 
be abandoned and a special examination be 
held in the particular branch proposed to be 
taught by the candidate, with one co- 
ordinate branch, and markings also to be 
made on English expression, punctuation, 


etc. 
Mr. Keating’s Objections. 


Mr. Keating intimated the report was sim-. 
ply a case of letting down the bars to out- 
siders who had no interest in Chicago school 
work. 

Dr. Harper denied indignantly that he or 
the High School committee had any such 
thought as letting down the bars. He in- 
sisted his record would show he had always 
been in favor of a high standard. He said 
the high schools were confronted with a real 
emergency, and there should be no delay in 
action. There was not enough money in the 
high school fund to pay regular teachers, 
and it was determined student teachers of- 
fered the best way outofthedilemma. They 
were not to recéive over $450 a year and 
could have no claim on the pension fund. 

Mr. Keating and Mr. Sherwood wanted the 
report referred back to the committee for 
fuller discussion, but it was finally adopted. 


Mr. Gross Scores a Point. 


Mr. Gross also won a point. He called up 
a resolution offered several weeks ago com- 
pelling all committee reports to be sent to 
the members of the board forty-eight hours 
previous to their presentation at a board 
meeting. 

Mr. Gross and Mr. Gallagher made vig- 
orous speeches in behalf of the justice of this 
measure, saying the transactions of the 
board were yearly becoming more compli- 

‘cated and momentous and there were many 

things which the members could not vote 
intelligently upon at such short notice as 
was given to them at present. Mr. Sher- 
wood wanted the newspapers included, also, 
but this was not favored. The resolution 
was finally adopted.

EX-MINISTER TAYLOR ON CUBA. 

Mr. Haunis Taylor, late United States 
Minister to Spain, has contributed to the 
North American Review for the current 
mouth an article in reference to the Cuban 
situation which is likely to attract more 
than national attention. Interest. in the 
Particle will be rather enhanced ‘than: di- 
minished by the fact that its publication 
just at this time is deprecated by the ad- 
ministration at Washington as u violation 
of diplontatic usage and calculated to em- 
barrass it in its negotiations with the new 
Spanish Cabinet. One of the effects antici- 
pated from the publication at this time is 
that it may induce Congress to act on the 
belligerency question before Spain has had 
an opportunity to test its new policy of con- 
ciliation and autonomy in Guba. It can- 


four years’ service as Minister at Madrid 
has qualified him to diseuss the subject un- 
derstandingly, while the reticence he has | 
heretofére maintained will give added 
weight to his carefully considered conclu- 
sions. 

In the outset of his article Mr. Taylor 
characterizes the existing condition of af- 
fairs in the Island of Cuba as shorking to 


_ humanity and destructive to American com- 


merce and investments. In the light of 
conditions which have existed through 
three wars, covering some fifteen years aut 
of the last twenty-nine, he comes to the 
conclusion that the Spanish government has 
proved itself impotent in its effurts to solve 
the Cuban question, and that it will eventu- 
ally have to be settled by the people of the 
United States in the interest of humanity 
and the commercial welfare of the nations 
of the world. 

Among the reasons which lead to these 
conclusions is the fact that no such thing 
as real parliamentary government exists in 

Spain. To a greater extent than any other 
European nation it clings to the absolutist 
t ‘traditions of the past, in spite of the efforts 
of a few of its more progressive statesmen 
to lead it into the light of the latter part of 
the nineteenth century. For that reason

| because the members of the two chambers of the 
Cortes are not the free choices of the people them- 
selves.

ENGLISH RAILWAY PROJECTS IN AFRICA 

Tur Tribune recently gave some ac- 
count of the great work England is car- 
rying on in the construction of a railroad 
line through the Nubian Desert, in the 
rear of the army now advancing towards 
Khartoum, on the Upper Nile. The map 
printed in Tue Sunpay TRIBUNB presents 
an outline of this enterprise in connection 
with other railway schemes which Eng- 
land has on foot in South Africa, evidently 
designed at no distant day to form a com- 
plete railway line through the heart of 
the African continent from the Mediter- 
ranean to Cape Town, an estimated dis- 
tance of 4,500 miles. It is proposed ulti- 
mately to extend the Egyptian line south- 
ward to the vicinity of Lake Victoria Ny- 
anza, where it will connect with the road 
already constructed from Moinbassa, on 
the Indian Ocean, and in operation to 
Uganda, a distance of 655 miles. 

The South African portion of this vast 
continental route is now in operation for 
a distance of 1,200 miles from Cape Town 
to Buluwayo, in the heart of Matebele- 
land, and is detinitely located some three 
or four hundred miles further to Mani- 
ca on the Upper Zanzibar. About 
midway of the projected portion it is 
proposed to construct a branch from 
Salisbury to Umtali, where connection will 
be had by a line already completed to 
Beira, on the Mozambique Channel. The 
part north of Manica necessary to connect 
with the line from the Upper Nile pusses 
through the lake region of central Africa, 
opening up the country explored within 
the last generation by such explorers as 
Speke, Grant, Livingstone, and Stanley. 

The object of these stupendous projects 
in whiek vast amounts of English capital 
are being invested is not difficult of com- 
‘prehension. In the completion of an en- 
terprise which, for extent, almost rivals 
Russia’s transsiberian railway, while sur- 
passing it in the difficulties to be overcome, 
‘England is evidently laying the foundation 
of a new empire in the “ Dark Continent ” 
which will exceed either Canada or India 
in extent. A large pértion of the lake 
region through which the road will pass is 
an elevated plateau, some four to eight 
thousand feet above sea level, and although 
lying within the tropics is the most health- 
ful portion of central Africa for a white 
population, while possessing a fertile soil 
capable of producing the grains and fruits 
The whole length 
of the line will more than equal the distance 
from New York to San Francisco, and 
while the greater portion, as first con- 
structed, will be “ narrow-gauge,” it will 
no doubt be ultimately rebuilt on the broad- 
gauge plan, as many of our Western pioneer 
roads have been. 

It is. not improbable that England may 
meet with some competition on the part of 
some half-dozen other Eur@pean nations, 


especially including France and Germany, 


in carrying its vast scheme of national 


_ igerandizement into effect, but that it will 


‘ultimately gather in “the lion’s share,” 
both in territory and profits, need not be 


questioned. * 


BURN THE GARBAGE. 

Tue Tribune has already announced 
that the bid of Andrew J. Murphy, who is 
a sidewalk contractor, for the incineration 
of the city garbage during a period of five 
years, the cost to the city being $1,251,351, 
or about $250,000 per annum, has been ac- 
cepted. Mr. Murphy has chosen the 
Wright system, the invention of a Chicago 
man, which is already in use in London, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds, and six 
other English cities and has given perfect 
satisfaction. 

To carry out his contract Mr, Murphy 
proposes to erect six furnaces in the city, 
each one of which wil! include a furnace, 
steam generator, .and electrical generator. 
By the action of the various processes the 
most difficult classes of garbage, carrying 
in some cases as much as 90 per cent of 
water, can be burned without the slightest 
smoke or odor. It is estimated that 600 
tons of garbage are collected daily in the 
city, and each of the furnaces will have a 
capacity of 106 tons, working ten hours out 
of the twenty-four. The heat is secured 
from the burning of a flame of erude oil, 
the noxious fumes pass into another cham- 
ber, where they afe chemically reduced, 
and the carbonic acid gas which results 
from combustion is carried off through the 
smoke stack. When these furnaces are in 
operation householders will have their 


to provide one iron receptacle for garbage, 
to be placed just outside the rear door of 
the premises, and another receptacle for 
ashes. The collectors will call for the gar- 
bage, which will be taken to the furnaces, 
while the ashes will be taken to sections 


resulting from combustion, the contractor 
expects to net large returns, as the ash is 
said to be of equal vaiue with bone phos- 
phate as a fertilizer,

hauling it away and dumping it in vacant’ 
lots, as has hitherto been the custom. 
Added to the practical success of the 
scheme, which has been clearly demon- 
strated, the cost to the city will be quite 
cheap, as it amounts to only $250,000 a year, 
a comparatively small charge when the 
great area of the city is considered. No 
time should be lost in putting Mr. Murphy’s 
scheme into active operation.

That secret combination of certain Chicago 
newspapers which leads ite members with com- 
mon purpose to pursue and persecute every per- 
son in public life that they cannot control and 
coerce. That was the venal trust to which 
the Governor referred. 


This is redeeming one lie by issuing an- 
other. But why not make this latest false- 
hood a little more specific? Why not name 
the papers? Why not give the details of 
their “secret combination,” and mention 
the persons who attend these meetings, and 
give a report of their deliberations? Where 
is the evidence? Mr. Nixon’s unverified 
word counts for nothing. Neither does 
Tanner's. 

Unless the Inter-Ocean is in the alleged 
“secret combination” ne can know noth- 
ing of it. It it is a venal combination he 
has shared in the venality, and must con- 
fess that its columns are always for sale to 
the highest bidder. 

As regards this “secret combination 
that Mr. Nixon alleges exists, THe Tr1B- 
UNE knows that it belongs to none. It does 
not believe there is any such combination 
on the part of dny Chicago papers, and least 
of all for any venal purposes.” The In- 
ter-Ocean has,a monopoly of that sort of 
illegitimate business. 


THE GOLD STANDARD NO CURSE. 
In a moment of temporary insanity the 
Indianapolis Sentinel announces that— 


The single gold standard has proved a curse 
to every nation that has tried it. Busmess de- 
pression, bankruptcy, panics, and widespread ruin 
have followed wherever it has gone. 


Well, let us see about that. Great Brit - 
ain has tried that standard since 1816— 


eighty-one years, or nearly three genera- 


tions. She has in that time grown enor- 
mously rich and has some thousands of 
millions loaned out to her colonies and to 
silver countries, such as India and Mex- 
ico and South America. 

France, Germany, Belgium, and Holland 
adopted the gold standard from twenty-two 
to twenty-four years ago and have never 
prospered as much or so fast in the same 
length of time or twice that length of time 
in their whole history as since they went 
on the gold basis. 

Japan is just entering upon the gold 
standard. India has taken the first long 
step towards it by stopping the free coin- 
age of silver and having a limited coinage. 
She is now preparing to take the next—to 
coin and circulate gold. China thinks 


slowly about anything, but that ossified 
nation is seriously considering whether she 


had not better adopt the gold standard 
and stop coining cheap, debased, fluctuat- 
ing silver. 

Russia has, in effect, after long thought 
adopted the gold standard and has accu- 
mulated 400 millions of gold for that pur- 
pose. Before 1900 silver will cease to circu- 
late in the great Russian Empire except as 
“ subsidiazy ” money. 

No nation in 
adopted the gold standard and dropped the 
silver standard has ever returned to silver. 
No civilized nation ever will take such a 
backward step and return after having 
once discarded it to the use of clumsy, 
bulky, vacillating silver. Gold is stable in 
value. Silver is flactuating and cheapen- 
ing, so that yearly a greater quantity of it 
is needed to do a given amount of mone- 
tary work. 

If at this moment international balances 
had to be settled in silver the weight of 
the bullion shipped would be forty times 
as great as that of the équivalent sum in 
gold and it would take over fifty times as 
much space to contain the silver as it does 
the gold. So the freight charges would be 
much higher. 

As gold is the best monetary instrument 
yet devised by man, it has much value in 
little bulk and has a stability which silver 
does not possess. It is easy to understand 
why the latter has been discarded for the 
former. It is impossible to conceive of | 
any civilized nation relapsing into the use 
of as defcctive a monetary instrument as 
silver or abandoning some labor saving 
machine to go back to hand work.

A dozen of these desperadoes secured 
bags similar to those used by the bank’s 
attachés, and, filling them with bombs, pro- 
ceeded to march into the bank without being 
molested. When they entered the institu- 
tion the leader of the expedition tripped and 
fell, and was blown to pieces by the bursting 
of the bombs he carried.

“It was an easy matter to terrorize the 
officials of the bank after this, and upon 
threat of destroying the buflding, as well as 
those inside, the robbers were enabled to 
hold the authorities at bay for quite a while. 
Upon obtaining a guarantee that they would 
not be molested if they would only clear out 
of Constantinople with their infernal con- 
trivances, the robbers decamped greatly to 
everybody's relief. From this episode grew 
the occurrences which led to the slaughter 
of several thousand Armenians.

WORKS “CON” GAME IN JAIL. 


Attorney Charles George, a Prisoner, 


* Carries On a Bunko Business 
‘from His Cell. 


German Consul Karl Buenz received a let- 
ter from Reisa, Saxony, yesterday, which 
enabled him to nip in the bud a confidence 
game emanating from behind the strong 
steel bars of the Cook County Jail. The let- 
ter was from Mrs. H. Paul cf Reisa, and re- 
quested Herr Bueng to pay the $25 inclosed 
to Attorney Charies George of 161 Michigan 
street for services to be rendered in getting 
her son Henry Paul released from the peni- 
téntiary, where he is confined on a charge 
of larceny. It concluded with the request 
that the matter of the charges against the 
son should be investigated. Two letters, 
written by Attorney George to Mrs. Paul, 
were inclosed. 

Herr Buenz turned over the letter to Mr. 
Kline, his assistant, with instructions to see 
Mr. George and learn the full details of 
young Paul’s trouble. The first of a series 
of surprises came to the assistant when he 
discovered that 161 Michigan street was a 
saloon. He inquired for Attorney George, 
and the bartender referred him to the Coun- 
ty Jail, stating that the attorney was an in- 
mate of that institution. Then the matter 
reached Jailer Whitman. Mr. Whiman 
read the letters. | 

In the letters written by George to Mrs. 
Paul, the attorney represented himself as a 
wealthy and influential citizen of Chicago, 
and stated that if §25 were sent him at his 
Michigan street office he would secure the 
release of Henry Paul. George has been an 
inmate of the County Jail for nearly a year, 
and is himself under sentence to the peni- 
tenttary for embezzlement. 

Attorney George was visited in his cell and 
confronted with the letters he had written 
to Mrs. Paul. He had no explanation to 
offer. Jailer Whitman said that this Attor- 
ney George met Paul in tho jail before he 
was taken to Joliet, and learned the address 
of his mother in Germany. George then 
made arrangemcnts with the saloonkeeper 
at 161 Michigan street to send any mall 
coming to that address around to the jail to 
him. He then wrote Mrs. Paul this letter. 
He was sentenced to the penitentiary him- 
self last December, and would be there now 
if he had not appealed his case. The court 
recently confirmed the sentence, and an or- 
der to take him to the prison is expected 
every day. 

Consul Buenz will ask the State’s Attorney 
to prosecute George. He has returned the 
$25 to Mrs. Paul. 

Attorney Charles George practiced law at 
the Chicago bar for several years, but a 
year ago was arrested and convicted for 
embezzlement. His case was carried to the 
Supreme Court, and the judgment of the 
lower court was affirmed. Recently he ap- 
plied to the Board of Pardons for a pardon.

Views of the President on the 
Recent Election. 


CLOSELY WATCHES OHIO. 


Founders’ Day at Carnegie Li- 
brary in Pittsburg. 


PROMINENT MEN ATTEND. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 3.—“ 1 am well 
pleased with the result of the election, as 
it indicates that fealty to the Republican 
party and the principles it represents are as 
strong as ever.“ 

So spoke William McKinley, President of 
the United States, in the private car May- 
flower at Canton to a representative of the 
Associated Press about 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing. In the car was placed a long-distance 
telephone and a telegraph operator, and 
here the Président, accompanied by Senator 
Burrows and Private Secretary J. A. Porter, 
sat and received the news of the great battle 
that was being waged over the land. 


Keenly Interested in Ohio. 


The President made no effort to disguise 
the fact that his interest was centered in 
the Ohio fight and the welfare of Senator 
Hanna. In fact, President McKinley was 
in constant communication with Mr. Hanna 
by telephone up to 1 o’clock this morning, 
when he was assured that all was well by a 
message telephoned by the Senator from the 
Union club at Cleveland. 

President McKinley, in spite of the late 
hour at which he went to bed last night, 
was up betimes this morning, anxi6us to 
obtain election news. He did not make any 
comment on the situation, however, beyond 
that quoted above, but chatted pleasantly 
about his visit to Pittsburg, and expressed 
himself as pleased with being able to be 
present at the Founders’ day exercises. Sec- 
retary Porter said that President McKinley 
was deeply interested in the Ohio campaign. 
„This is a peculiar election all around. Leu 
see, there are so many local issues in the 
different States,“ said Mr. Porter, that 
the national aspect has been lost sight of. 
In many States the election has resolved 
itself into a fight against ‘ bossism,’ irre- 
spective of party.“ 


Brief Address by the President. 


The train bearing President McKinley and 
party arrived at the Union Station at 11:15 
o’cleck this morning. The arrival of the 
train was signaled by a salute of forty-five 
guns fired by a detail of Battery B, N. G. 
P. The. Presidential party was escorted 
to carriages, and, headed by the Second 
Brigade of the National Guard in command 
of General John A. Wylie, were escorted 
to the residence of W. N. Frew in the Hast 
End. All along the route the President was 
greeted with cheers which he acknowledged 
by frequently removing his hat.

Sentence in the Case of Private Ham- 
mond Reviewed by the Major 
General.

Major General Brooke, comman the 
Department of the Missouri, has modified 
the finding of the general court-martial at 
Fort Sheridan in the case of Private Ham- 
mond, found guilty of violation of the thirty- 
second and twenty-first articles of war. The 
sentence of the general court-martial was 
that Hammond be dishonorably discharged 
from the service of the United States, for- 
feiting all pay and allowances due him, and 
to be confined at hard labor at such post 
as the reviewing authority may direct for 
one year. 

General Brooke styles the sentence as 
excessive and for this reason remits that 
portion of it which provides for dishonorable 
discharge and mitigates the remainder to 
six months’ imprisonment at hard labor and 
a forfeiture of $10 a month for the same 
period. 

By this action of thé Major General the 
stigma of dishonorable discharge will not 
attach to Private Hammond and after he has 
served six months he will be restored to his 
former position as a private in the army.

SENORITA EVANGELINA CISNEROS 
AT THE AUDITORIUM. 


Twelve Hundred Sympathetic Chica- 
goans Gather to See Pretty Refugee 
from the Beleaguered Island+-Sen- 
atér Mason Speaks of Spain’s Cra- 
elty and This Country’s Inactivity— 
Boy’s Clothing She Wore Escaping 
Is Exhibited. 


It was a smiling welcome which Sefiorita 
Evangelina Cossio y Cisneros gave the Chi- 
cago audience which greeted her at the 
Auditorium last night. She smiled over a 
big bunch of pink roses, which the Chicago 
Athletic club had sent her, when Senator 
William Mason led her to the front of the 
stage and introduced her. 

She buried a shame-faced smile in the 
roses when the boy clothes in which she 
made her escape from the Cuban prison 
were exhibited, and during the program, 
whenever the name of Cuba was pronounced, 
whenever the audience cheered, the pretty 
Cuban girl rolled her great dark eyes and 
smiled. 

Mason Tells Cuba’s Wrongs. 


Twelve hundred people made up the audi- 
ence which gazed with sympathetic curios- 
ity at the Sefiorita and listened to Senator 
Mason as hetoldthestory of the wrongs of the 
Cuban people anc pleaded for the oppressed 
inhabitants of the island. He told of the 
hundreds of girls, as young and innocent as 
the one he had just presented to the audi- 
ence, who have suffered a fate worse than 
death at the hands of the Spanish soldiers. 

And these outrages are committed, he 
exclaimed dramatically, “‘ ninety miles from 
the shore where our flag floats, and the Land 
of the Free is silent. 

Spain says there is no war with Cuba, 
and she speaks the truth. It is not war, but 
barbarism. And America permits it.“ 


Taxation Without Power. 


He compared the tax which Spain had put 
upon Cuba with the one which England 
levied upon the American colonies in ante- 
revolutionary days, and declared that the 
one was no less unjust than the other. The 
speaker became sarcastic when he referred 
to the intérnational law, which is offered as 
an excuse for executive inactivity on the 
Cuban question. 

** Suppose that under its terms the Spanish 
government would examine our ships!“ cried 
the Cuban sympathizer. ‘‘ Honest men are 
not afraid of being searched. Neither should 
the ships of an honest government be afraid. 
What if some American citizens are afraid 
that Spain will take a few dollars out of their 
pockets? Are we to weigh women and chil- 
dren against silver and gold?” 

Senator Mason closed his address with the 
history of the growth of his interest in Cuba, 
which he said began when he heard of the

CHEAP LIVING AT MILLS HOTEL. 


Comfort at Twenty Cents a Day at New 
York’s Newest Home for 
the Poor. 


A bath and an elevator, steam heat, and 
electric light, an enameled iron bedstead and 
a curled hair mattress, a sitting- room, and a 
ibrary—what more could a man ask for 20 
cents a night? 

So it was that, when Mills Hotel No. 1, in 
Bleecker street, between ‘Thompson and 
Sullivan, was opened for the reception of 
guests at 9 o’clock yesterday morning, fifty 
men were waiting at the great doors, each 
eager to be the first to register. It was no 
array of lodging-house types. They were 
clean, tidily-dressed men—young clerks, 
salesmen, mechanics, young fellows working 
their way through college or professional 
school. 

„D. C. Winterton, Chicago,“ was the first 
entry on the book, after a good-natured 
struggle for the first place. Mr. Winterton 
grinned when he took the keys to room No. 
108 and was ushered up the great marble 
He found, as did 
every other guest, a small army of uni- 
formed attendants, clerks, porters, waiters, 
and beliboys, ready to his bidding. 

By noon there were 200 rooms taken. At 
night canie another rush, and fully 500 men 
siept in the hotel last night, and there were 
1,000 rooms to spare. 

“ We expect to rent every one of them,“ 
said General Manager John L. Thomas. 

No man, however luxurious his surround- 
ings may have been, could find fault with 
Mills Hotel No. 1. To be frank, there are 
plenty of hotels in New York accredited as 
first-class that provide less for the guests, 
though ‘their charges bé ten times as much. 

In the first place, the great building, ten 
stories high, is absolutely fireproof. Steel, 
brick, and cement are the only materials 
used, wood being called for only in the 
trimmings. The entrance is from Bleecker 
street, one block west of the Sixth avenue 
L.“ station. A spacious, brilliantly lighted

where a tired and footsore workman, or 
any one else, for that matter, can have a 
footbath. It is as free as everything else. 

Millis Hotel No. 1 has two laundries. In 
one the guests can have their linen washed 
for almost a nominal charge. In the other 
they can do it themselves in tubs of the lat- 
est pattern and with all the new-fangled 
machinery—driers, scourers, and the rest— 
right at hand. 

This will be a blessing to many a poor 
man who has preserved his self-respect,”’ 
said Mr. Thomas.

WOMEN WILL FILE A PROTEST. 


Matter of Discharging Stenographers 


JACOB ROSENBERG. 
(The only surviving charter member of K. A. M.] 


Nov. 3, 1847, and was the first Jewish con- 
gregation formed in Illinois. Prior to that 
time there was not many Jewish families 
settled in this State, and it was only toward 
the latter part of 1845 that Hebrews in small 
numbers began to locate in the vicinity of 
Chicago. 


Congregation Is Started. 


The number was too small to support a 
regularly organized congregation, and the 
homes of the older settlers among the He- 
brews answered at first as places of wor- 
ship. In 1847, however, the number of Jew- 
ish settlers had increased so rapidly that 
the subject of a congregation was broached 
in earnest. It was enthusiastically received, 
and on the evening of Nov. 3 a small body 
of Jewish citizens met at the dry goods store 
of Rosenfeld & Rosenberg, 155 Lake street, 
and formed what is today known as Kehil-. 
lath Anshe Maarabh. 

The first regular services of the Congrega- 
tion Kehillath Anshe Maarabh were held 
on the second floor of a building on the 
southwest corner of Lake and Wells streets, 
in a room which had been appropriately fit- 
ted up as a synagogue. Not many months 
passed before this little room was found to 
be entirely too small to accommodate the 
rapidly growing congregation, and in 1849 
the congregation was moved to what is now 
the site of the new Postoffice, where a small 
synagogue had been erected. 

This Was the first synagogue erected in 
Illinois, and was formally dedicated on June 
13, 1851, some months after its occupancy 
by the congregation. The Rev. S. M. Isaacs 
of New York delivered the oration at the 
dedicatory exercises, and many of the most 
prominent settlers of the times were guests 
of the occasion. The congregation pros- 
pered and grew strong, and for years was 
the most influential and the most widely 
known Jewish congregation in the West. 

The history of the congregation. is in a 
great measure the history of the Jewish 
Church in the West.

CITIZENS BEGIN IN EARNEST. 


— 


Men Who Are Appotnted from Body of 
Seventeen to Frame the Measure 
Meet and Discuss Plans—Will wel- 
come All Suggestions—Real Estate 
Board Determines to Lend What Aid 
It Can and Talks of Constituiona!l 
Convention. 


Active detail work in the preparation of 
a new revenue bill was commenced by 
John S. Miller, John P. Wilson, H. N. Higin- 
botham, D. D. Healy, Marvin A. Farr, and 
E. G. Keith yesterday afternoon, and will 
be continued until a satisfactory measure 
has been completed. 

President John V. Farwell Jr. and Secre- 
tary Thomas C. MacMillan of the Commit- 
tee of Sevente. are ex-officlo members of 
this subcommittee and will assist in its 
labors. The committee met at 4 o'clock in 
Mr. Keith's office at the. Metropolitan 
National Bank. 

‘All of the discussion of this first session 
was based upon the proposition that the 
new law should abolish township assess- 
ments in Chicago, and create two boards of 
three members each—one an assessing board 
and the other a board of appeals to make 
equalizations. All of the revenue bills which 
have been introduced in the General As- 
sembly in former years, as well as any bills 
which citizens may have to offer, will be 
carefully considered by the committee be- 
fore it decides upon anythme. 


For a Constitutional Convention. 

Mr. Farr was authorized by the meeting 
of the Real Estate board, of which he is 
President, held yesterday afternoon, to ap- 
point a special committee of six to devise 
a means for agitating the calling of a con- 
stitutional convention to revise the State 
laws. This was done in accordance with a 
resolution submitted to-the board at the 
October meeting by Louis A. Seeberger. 
The committee will be announced by the 
President within a few days. 

A committee of three from the board was 
also authorized to coiperate in the efforts 
being made for a special session of the 
Legislature to pass, if possible, the much- 
desired revenue law. This committee will 
assist in the preparation of the bill to be 
submitted to the revenue committees of the 
Senate and House of Representatives. The 
personnel of the committee has not been de- 
cided. Mr. Farr reported that the attorney 
for the board had assisted in the arguments 
in the case instituted to defeat the ad- 
ditional two mill tax of the South Park 
board, and said if the suit of the First 
National Bank to enjoin the collection of 
this tax failed a supplemental bill would 
be filed by the board. 

George Birkhoff Jr. gave notice that he 


would offer a resolution at the next meet- 


ing of the board to change the time of the 
annual election to the second Wednesday in 
December. This is done so as to allow the 
annual banquet of the organization to be 
held in December instead of in January as 
has been the custom. The banquet is the 
occasion of the inaugural address of the 
President-elect. This year it ts proposed 
to hold the banquet near the holidays in 
order to secure speakers of national reputa- 
tion. 


Chicago General Plans Trunk 
Line to Hammond, Ind. 


GETS PERMIT AS WEDGE. 


ro Put Street Cars Under Inter- 
state Commeree. 


SCHEME TO SAVE REVENUE. 


A new trunk line street rallway connecting 
Chicago with Hammond, Ind., is promised 
at an early day. Through a permit issued 
by Commissiner of Public Works McGann 

yesterday it developed that the Chicago 
8 lallway company is planning to put 
its road under, protection of the interstate 
commerce law and thus get away, as much 
as possible, from obligations to the City 
Council. This is also the first important 
step that has been taken by any corporation 
to ſescape the applications of the Allen law. 

In furtherance of the plan, Commissioner 
McGann issued a permit to President Bon- 
ney. to extend the tracks of the Chicago Gen- 
eral railway in Ashiand avenue from Twen- 
ty-second street to Archer avenue, The or- 
dinance granting permissicn to use this 
street was passed July 27, 1806, at the re- 
quest of the West Chicago Street railway 
company, but that corporation, it appears, 
recently leased its right of way to the Chi- 
cago General company. 

By traversing the States of Illinois and 
Indiana the company would become an in- 
terstate common carrier, and be subject to 
the rules and regülations of the Interstate 
Commerce commission. This would exempt 
it from most of the city ordinances affecting 
street railways, and place it on a par with 
steam railroads. The line would be subject 
in the main to the rules and regulations 


laid down by the railway commissions of the 


States of Illinois and Indiana. If extensions 
within the city limits are desired, of course 
the company would be required to go to the 
Council. 

Negotiations with the Chicago City rail- 
way and the South Chicago railway com- 
pany are now pending for the use of certain 
of their lines to give the Chicago General 
a direct connection with the Indiana town. 
The contracts, so President Bonney says, 
will be signed within a week, and before 
many months have passed the southern ter- 
minus of the Chicago General will be at the 
south end of Wolf Lake. 

The proposed route of the company to 
Hammond is from Twenty-second street and 
Wabash avenue to Ashland avenue, and via 
Archer avenue and Sixty-third street to 
stony Island avenue over the tracks of the 
Chicago City railway company, thence over 
the tracks of the South Chicago Street rail- 
way to Hammond, The company proposes 
to charge one fare on its own line and one 
fare on each of the leased lines, making a 
total of 15 cents for the trip.
